A  severe  earthquake  disturbance 
i<0  miles  south  of  Victoria,  beginning 
at  4:10  o'clock  In  the  afternoon  and 
continuing  fnr  two  hours,  waa  re- 
corded by  the  seismograph  ot  the 
Dominion  Meteorological  liurcau  at 
Conzales  Hill  yesterday. 

"The  record  shows  that  the  maxi- 
mum wave  arrived  at  4.12  o'clock, 
two  minutes  after  the  first  shock." 
Mr.  K.  Napier  Denlsnn,  superintendent 
of  the  bureau,  told  The  Colonist  last 
night. 

No  report  of  the  detection  rrf  earth- 
quake shocks  was  made  by  the  wire- 
leas  stations  to  the  north  or  the  city 
up  to  a  late  hour  last  night,  and  Mr.

the  head  of  the  herd.  The  fact  that 
the  herd  la  Increaalng  in  production 
la  proved  by  the  general  average  of 
milk  and  butter  fat  yielded  by  the 
cowa.  Practically  all  of  them  have 
been  given  records  with  their  first 
calves  and  we  find  that  the  offlclsl 
1  *  at  records  of  twenty-six  two  and 
three-year -old  cowa  average  7.084  lbs. 
of  milk  and  377  lbs.  of  fat  In  a  year. 
We  submit  that  this  Is  not  a  bad 
record  for  such  young  cows  wh«n  It 
is  considered  that  this  herd  is  main- 
tained under  average  farm  condltlona 
and  la  fed  and  milked  twice  dally. 

During  the  yeara  that  this  herd  has 
heen  In  existence,  a  check  has  been 
kept  on  the  rapidity  with  which  the 
herd  was  growing  or  enlarging.

•  My  father  was  u  wealthy  Indian 
with  many,  many  horses  and  largo 
teepees/1  Paul's  eyes  softened  and 
he  smiled  pensively.  "Very  well.  I  can 
remember.  It  took  thirty  buffalo 
skins  to  make  our  biggest  teepee. 
They  wer"  tanned  inside  and  out,  and 
sewn  firmly  with  elnew.  The  sides 
of  the  teepee  were  doubbv  That  is, 
another  wall  of  buffulo  skin,  six 
feet  high,  went  inside  tho  poles,  leav- 
ing a  little  air-space,  s«  that  there 
was  ventilation  at  all  times.  The 
Inner  lining  was  long  and  tucked  un- 
der the  beda  which  were  placed 
around  the  teepee,  and  the  beda 
themaelves  had  for  their  covering 
buffalo  hides  tanned  on  one  side  only. 
I  The  long,  glossy  fur  left  made  th>  1,1 
I  very  soft  to  He  upon.  At  th.'  top  of 
the  teepee  there  were  small  protected 
\entllators.  which  let  out  the  Impute 
air  and  the  smoke  from  the  rtres.  We 
had  two  fires,  one  for  cookliu.  the 
other  for  heating,  one  at  each  end  of 
the  teepee.  We  tanned  the  buffa'o 
skins  very  hard  and  stiff  to  make 
boxes  and  furniture,  and  we  drew 
designs  upon  them  so  that  they  we-e 
quite  handaotnyB.  In  the  boxea  we 
kept  our  clothes  and  our  blankets  and  | 
provisions.  I  should  say  that  our 
largest  teepee  waa  thirty  feet  In 
diameter. 

'•J,lfe  was  very  good  and  very 
simple.  Our  food  was  buffalo  meat 
and  water,  and  aome  Umea  the  wo- 
men gathered  herbs  which  th^y  cook- 
ad  or  used  for  seaaonlng.  There  was 
little  aickness.  That  came  later  with 
the  white  men.

"In  the  evenings  in  the  Winter  we 
used  to  sit  around  the  heating  fire 
and  listen  to  storle*  that  my  fatner 
and  mother  would  tell  of  the  days 
when  they  were  young.  I  was  very 
happy  as  a  little  boy.  nearly  always 
I  think  that  is  why  today  so  many 
old  Indians  look  sad.  They  are  thlhk- 
Ing  of  the  Ume8  that  will  never  come 
back,  when  we  used  to  hunt  and  ride 
and  roam  all  over  the  country,  and 
aa  far  aa  the  eye  could  see  the  world 
was  our  own. 

"Perhaps  the  springtime  was  most 
Joyous.  It  Is  hard  to  choose  when  one 
was  nearly  always  happy.  In  the 
Spring  there  was  much  variety.  We 
could  swim  In  the  river,  ride  our 
poniea  over  the  greening  plains,  and. 
under  the  men's  directions,  play  all 
kinds  of  games.  The  games  were 
part  of  our  education,  please  under- 
stand, not  merely  play.  These  we 
were  (aught  that  we  mhrht  crow  strong 
and  be  not  afraid  of  anything  The 
current  In  th*  river  la  very  swift  and 
the  water  cold.  No  matter.  We 
must  dive  In  and  race  one  another, 
we  little  Indian  boys.  Our  fathera  or 
the  older  brothers  would  stand  on  the 
ink  of  the  river  and  throw  loose 
In mdles  of  rraybo  wenty  or  thirty 
ticks  In  the  water  The  Utile  boys 
■wiuld  plunge  after  them  and  see 
wrhich  could  bring  the  most  to  land.

The  coal 
merchants  declare  that,  high  as  the 
price  of  coal  is.  they  cannot  sell  K  at 
lower  rates.  The  Government  re- 
ports show  that  the  coal  export  trade 
j,  oJ  y.ul  value  to  the  finances  of  the 
country.  The  contention  of  the 
miner*  K  that  the  coal  industry  can 
guarantee  an  assured  minimum  wage, 
also  an  assured  week  s  WOlft  and  due 
provision  for  times  of  unemployment 
One-seventh  of  the  whole  popula- 
te of  men.  women  and  children  in 
Fngland  and  Wales  live  on  wage, 
directly  earned  in  the  coal  mines. 
That  illustrates  the  effect  that  a  strike 
of  any  lengthy  duration  would  have 
on  the  country  The  shareholders 
money  in  the  mines  has  been  invested 
with  risk  that  does  not  uniformly  pro- 
duce results.  Shareholders  will  also 
suffer  if  there  is  a  strike.  The  trade 
of  the  country  will  be  paralyzed  to  a 
great  extent.  Britain,  during  such  an 
economic  disturbance,  would  have  to 
forego  a  considerable  asset  in  her  ex 
port  trade.  Ships  will  be  tied  up  in 
idleness  at  her  ports.  Premier  Mac- 
Donald  has  a  scheme  in  view  of  leg 
islation  whirh  may  do  away  with  the 
possibility  of  a  strike  such  as  impends, 
but  even  what  the  Government  may 
be  able  to  do  in  this,  respect  may 
mean  only  a  temporary  postponment 
of  the  disruption  to  business.  The 
miners  arc  determined  to  force  the 
is,ue  of  nationalization,  and  it  would 
seem  that  ultimately  that  issue  can 
only  be  decided  by  the  people  of 
Britain  as  a  whole.

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PRICES  IN  GERMANY 

An  Englishwoman  living  in  Berlin 
has  written  an  article  to  The  London 
Times  on  the  cost  of  living  in  Ger- 
many which  gives  a  sidelight  on  con- 
ditions in  that  country  of  more  than 
average  interest.  German  currency 
U  supposed  to  have  been  stabilized 
There  is  a  piece  of  paper  known  as 
.  »  rentenmark,  representing  a  billion 
marks,  now  used  in  exchange  for  its 
value  in  goods.  It  is  equal  in  value 
to  another  piece  of  paper  known  as 
the  billionmark.  A  third  currency  is 
to  be  founded  when  the  two  men- 
tioned arc  to  disappear.  Trices  in 
Germany  are  now  comparatively 
stable.  The  writer  says:  "When  the 
mark  was  first  stabilized  there  was  an 
apparent  fall  in  the  price  of  food 
and  a  few  other  commodities.  It  was 
apparent  only,  for  the  cost  of  living 
was  actually  increased.  Clothing, 
owing  to  severe  protection  and  the 
prohibition  of  imports,  haa  remained 
dear  and  bad.  It  took  the  retail 
shop  some  time  to  adjust  itself  to 
new  conditions,  and  prices  often  var- 
ied astonishingly  from  shop  to  shop." 

Giving  specific  instances  of  prices, 
the  writer  says  electric  light  for  five 
rooms  costs  the  equivalent  of  $15  per 
month.  Untrained  setvants  cost  12 
rintenmarks  per  month.  A  really 
good  cook  is  paid  40  rentenmarks  Us4 
a  competent  manservant  30  renten-

BLOOD  COLORS

All  old-timers  of  Victoria  knew 
Mr.  David  Ogilvy.  who  has  been 
summoned  to  his  rest  full  of  years. 
Upwards  of  sixty  years  of  his  life 
were  spent  in  this  city.  He  was  a 
man  of  genial  characteristics,  of  strik- 
ing appearance  and  possessed  of  a 
fund  of  contentment  with  his  lot  in 
life.  Until  he  was  overtaken  by  de  l 
clining  health  Mr.  Ogilvy  was  an  un- 
usually vigorous  man.  He  had  the 
distinction  of  having  been  the  first 
white  man  to  climb  Mount  Baker,  ft 
feat  which  added  to  interest  here  in 
that  most  striking  of  landmarks  vis- 
ible from  Victoria.  During  such  a 
lengthy  residence  it  is  small  wonder 
that  Mr.  Ogilvy  should  have  built 
up  so  many  friendships.  The  great 
majority  of  his  acquaintances  pre- 
ceded him  to  their  long  home,  but 
there  are  still  a  number  left  who 
knew  him  throughout  his  long  years 
of  residence  and  appreciated  his  I 
many  good  qualities.  The  age  which 
he  reached  was  a  tribute  to  the  vital- 
ity of  his  constitution  and  the  bene- 
fits derived  from  an  active  open-air 
life.

thousands  of  lives,  has  been  forgiven 
if  not  actually  forgotten.  The  So- 
viet Government  has  been  placed  in 
good  standing  among  the  nations  of 
the  world.  It  has  been  recognized  as 
legitimate  by  Great  Britain,  and  all 
the  other  nations  either  have  followed 
or  soon  will  follow  the  example  of 
Great  Britain.  The  fact  that  the 
Soviet  Government  which  has  been 
"recognized"  is  carrying  on  a  malig- 
nant propaganda  designed  to  break 
the  British  Empire  into  fragments 
appears  to  make  no  difference  to  the 
point  of  view  of  magnanimous  British 
officialdom.

Great  Britain  appears  to  take  no 
particular  interest  in  the  payment  of 
reparations  by  Germany.  The  nation 
is  willing  to  moet  all  its  obligations 
out  of  its  own  pocket  providing  the 
rest  of  the  world  will  forgive  and 
forget,  settle  down  to  business  and 
give  free  course  to  commerce  and 
industry.

But  the  rest  of  Kurope  cannot  for- 
give and  forget.  Its  temperament  is 
different  from  that  of  Britain.  It 
is  still  more  interested  in  future  wars 
and  possible  future  conquests  than 
it  is  in  converting  the  sword  into  a 
ploughshare  and  the  spear  into  a 
pruning  hook  France  is  still  trying 
war  criminals.  It  sentenced  a  few 
German  generals  to  death  a  few  days 
ago.  The  charge  against  them  was 
outrages  committed  during  the  war. 
Doubtless  the  men  are  guilty,  and 
certainly  the  French  will  execute 
them  if  they  get  a  chance;  but  the 
probability  is  that  they  never  will  get 
a  chance.

The  German  disposition  is  very 
much  like  the  disposition  of  the 
l-'rench,  although  mentally  and  phy- 
sically the  French  are  very  different 
from  the  Germans.  While  the  French 
are  condemning  German  soldiers  for 
their  particular  Hunnish  method  of 
onducting  the  war.  the  Germans  arc 
blaming  their  soldiers  for  losing  the 
war,  and  the  soldiers  are  conspiring 
to  re-establish  the  conditions  which 
brought  the  war  about.  General 
Ludendorf,  on  trial  for  conspiracy 
against  the  life  of  the  republic,  pro- 
claims his  belief  that  he  is  the  repre- 
sentative of  great  and  glorious  times, 
and  that  his  former  Kaiser  is  a  great 
hero  Herr  Adolf  Hitler,  during  the 
course  of  the  same  trial,  exclaimed. 
"Dcr  tag  still  will  come.  You  may 
sentence  us.  but  God's  court  will  free 
us!"  Difficult  indeed  is  Britain's  task 
of  reconciling  Kurope.  National  and 
racial  jealousies  and  ambitions,  sown 
centuries  ago  and  assiduously 
watered,  are  bound  to  bear  their 
natural  fruits. 

They  have  men  of  vision  over  the 
water  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Inlet.  There  the  leaders  of  municipal 
public  opinion  all  seem  to  be  in  favor 
of  concerted  action  for  the  purpose 
of  increasing  the  fsme  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  City  of  Destiny.  The  Reeve  of 
Burnaby  says  he  has  seen  as  if  in 
a  dream  one  great  municipality  ex- 
tending from  Stanley  Park  to  the 
Fraser  River.  That  is  a  magnificent 
idea,  and  covers  a  magnificent  dis- 
tance compared  with  the  area  which 
should  be  incorporated  iu  a  Greater 
Victoria.  The  problems  to  be  solved 
over  there  in  connection  with  muni- 
cipal amalgamation  must  be  quite  as 
difficult  as  they  are  over  here,  but  in 
order  to  achieve  a  great  purpose 
there  is  a  greater  disposition  among 
the  people  to  sink  minor  prejudices. 
When  anything  that  affects  the  in- 
terests of  all  the  community  on  the 
Inlet  is  at  stake,  public  opinion  is  a

Sir. — I  crave  your  further  indul- 
gence to  reply  to  a  letter  appealing 
In  your  lraue  of  March  23,  and  writ- 
ten by  Mr.  Thomas  Humphries.  His 
long  quotation  from  a  broadcasted 
letter  writton  by  Dr.  Scott  is  qulto 
irrelovant.

It  would  perhaps  be  a  distasteful 
thing,  but  nevertheless  a  highly  fit- 
ting and  proper  one.  if  Mr.  Hum- 
phries would  Just  admit,  what  he 
cannot  dleprove,  that  am  on  pat  the 
finest  tributes  written  about  the  creed 
of  the  proposed  t.nlon  Church  are 
those  from  the  pens  of  Drs.  Scott  and 
Fmser- — both  ardent  anti -unionists. 
To  be  sure  Mr  Humphries  repudiates 
the  statements  of  these  distinguished 
scholars  and  theologians.  He  says 
th.y  only  «peak  ond  write  as  Indi- 
vidual*. But  Dr.  Fraser  is  the  presi- 
dent of  the  Presbyterian  Association, 
that  organisation  which  has  been 
working  so  assiduously  to  defeat  the 
will  of  the  great  majority  or  the 
Christian  people  who  desire  tho 
union  of  the  churches.  Dr.  Fraser  has

Not  force  Or  III  treat- 
ment, but  kindness  will  work  the  need- 
ed cure.  The  more  "Thou  shalt  note' 
that  are  made  the  more  poor,  errlnt 
human  nature  will  answer,  "I  will." 
I>et  that  force  be  turned  to  persuasive 
love  and  the  force  of  the  law  loses  Its 
original  name  In  the  persuasiveness 
of  the  law.

The  lesson  taught  is  that 
if  a  breeder  really  desires  to  Improve 
his  herd  and  at  the  same  time  slowly 
enlarge  his  herd  from  home-grown 
heifers,  he  can  do  so.  But  It  is  a 
slow,  conservative  process.  The  man 
who  nell*»  hi*  beat  heifers  will  cer- 
tainly slip  backward  as  a  breeder  un- 
less he  resorts  to  buying  new  stock 
from  time  to  time. 

Concurrently  with  the  problems  of 
herd  building,  certain  studies  have 
been  carlred  out  by  the  writer  and 
Mr.  i,  W.  Nutter,  which  we  believe 
will  he  intereatlng  to  breeders  of 
dairy  cattle  and  producers  of  milk. 

Method  of  Clean  Milk  Production — 
In  a  study  relating  to  clean  milk  pro- 
duction it  has  been  found  that  the 
first  pre-requlsite  In  the  production 
of  clean  milk  Is  a  healthy  cow  with 
an  udder  that  is  perfectly  normal  and 
free  of  disease.  Testa  have  shown 
that  a  diseased  udder  will  secrete 
milk  carrying  100.000  or  more  bac- 
teria per  cubic  centimeter.  The  pro- 
of    clean     milk  production  hajs 


been  ahortened  up  at  this  station  to 
the  following  few  prime  require- 
ments. In  the  first  place  the  milk 
should  be  taken  Immediately  to  the 
milk  room,  cooled  within  a  few  min- 
utes to  41  degrees  F.  or  lower,  placed 
in  sterile  bottles  and  Iced.  We  find 
that  the  careful  handling  of  milk  Is  a 
great  deal  more  important  than  ex- 
pensive equipment.  Our  equipment  is 
rather  meagre  but  bacterial  counts 
show  that  the  milk  usually  runs  well 
under  1.000  bacteria  per  c.c.  an<f>  a 
aafnple  sent  to  San  Francisco  waa 
awarded  a  premium  at  the  World  s 
Fair,  given  a  score  of  96  and  ran  a 
bacterial  count  of  300. 

I^arge  Foetus  Checks  Milk  Flow — 
Another  study  has  shown  that  cows 
carrying  large  calves  are  chocked  in 
milk  flow.  A  study  of  the  milk  yield 
of  24  cows  shows  that  the  year  the. 
were  left  open,  or  unbred,  the  first 
part  of  the  lactation  period  they  pro- 
duced more  milk  and  held  up  In  their 
milk  more  evenly  to  the  end  of  the 
lactation  than  the  *ame  cows  did  an- 
other year  when  bred  early  in  their 
lactations.  This  study,  and  similar 
studies  made  by  other  Investigators, 
seems  to  show  that  the  large  foetus 
six  months  after  conception  checks 
the  milk  flow  of  the  mother  cow  and 
that  in  this  natural  way  the  cow  Is 
dried  off  preparatory  Jo  a  heavy  milk 
flow  for  the  next  calving. 

Milk  Production  of  Aborting  Heifers 
— Records  of  a  few  heifers  that 
aborted  their  first  calves  show  that 
four  such  heifers  in  good  condition, 
after  an  eight  months'  abortion,  pro- 
duced 4,2.'>0  pounds  of  milk  in  ten 
months,  in  comparison  with  5,:i:9 
pounds  of  milk  produced  by  similar 
heifers  that  carried  their  first  calves 
full  period.  Of  course  some  aborting 
heifers  are  worthless  and  ruined 
by  the  abortion.  This  Is  only  a  little 
data  on  what  may  be  expected  under 
excellent  conditions  from  real  good 
Jersey  heifers  that  unfortunately  ! 
abort  their  first  calves. 

Cows  Do  Not  Abort  loiter  Uach  | 
Year — If  has  often  been  stated  that  a 
cow  will  abort  each  succeeding  calf 
later  each  year  and  will  finally  de- 
velop an  Immunity  and  will  there- 
after produce  normal  calves.  Work- 
ing on  a  few  records  that  we  have 
been  able  to  get  from  the  herd  at  the 
station  and  a  number  of  records  col- 
lected In  other  herds  we  have  been 
able  to  tabulate  the  following  figures:

oi  cpenlng  of  the  body,  for  the  heifers 
that  were  15  inches  deep  In  the  chest 
at  five  months  old,  became  t«  Inches 
deep  by  the  lime  they  had  reaohed 
4 '/i  years  of  age.  We  noted  also  In 
the  growth  of  these  heifers  that  while 
they  were  eight  Inches  broad  across 
the  hips  and  nine  Inches  across  the 
thurls  at  five  months  of  age  that  they 
became  19  Inches  wide  across  the  hips 
and  only  16  inches  across  the  thurls 
at  maturity.  Also  we  found  that  our 
notes  on  the  form  of  the  udder  and 
teats  gave  an  Indication  of  what  form 
these  organs  would  have  at  maturity 
in  most  cases.  If  we  found  that  the 
udder  was  lllshaped.  small  or  de- 
ficient as  calves,  we  found  the  same 
defects  In  the  udder  at  maturity,  and 
It  seems,  therefore,  that  we  should 
pay  considerable  attention  to  the 
udder  In  jurging  h«-lfer  calves. 

Kffect  of  Season  of  Year  on  Milk 
Yield  —  Recently  we  have  studied  the 
official  test  records  of  88  lactation 
periods  of  cows  owned  at  the  station, 
and  by  a  number  of  breeders  In  the 
state,  the  lactations  beginning  In  the 
Fall.  Winter.  Spring  and  Summer.  In 
other  words,  we  studied  the  produc- 
tion of  88  cows  that  calved  and  start- 
ed test  in  each  of  the  four  seasons 
of  the  year.  Our  purpose  wu  to  see 
how  much  milk  and  fat  they  produced 
during  the  course  of  a  year  and  what 
effect  the  season  at  which  they 
started  test  had  on  their  production. 
We  have  taken  the  two-day  test  re- 
ports made  each  month  and  have 
found  that  each  one  of  the  22  cows 
that  freshened  in  the  Winter  yielded 
on  her  test  days  during  the  course  of 
ten  months,  410  lbs.  of  milk  and  21.5 
lbs.  fat.  This  yield  was  the  highest 
of  the  four  groups  and  In  this  way 
the  following  table  was  prepared:

the  Fall  and  that  the  rows  that  fresh- 
ened in  the  Spring  and  particularly 
those  that  were  Summer  fresh,  were 
lower  In  production.  It  Is  unfor- 
tunate that  so  many  of  our  cows  are 
fresh  in  the  Spring  and  Summer. 
Many  Jerseys  are  located  in  the 
South  where  they  freshen  In  large 
numbers  In  the  Spring  and  Summer. 
Of  course,  a  breeder  can  raise  the 
production  by  giving  his  cows  first 
class  attention  and  artificial  condi- 
tions and  he  can  In  this  way  largely 
overcome  the  handicap  of  the  season 
and  make  his  cows  glTe  as  much  milk 
freshening  one  season  as  another.  Hut 
almost  nil  our  cows  are  owned  by 
average  farmers  and  we  feel  sure 
that  most  Southern  .Jersey  records 
would  be  enhsnced  If  more  of  the 
cows  started  their  test  records  in  the 
Fall  and  Winter.  Naturally  they 
would  produce  more  profit  from  the 
production  of  more  milk  in  the 
Winter. 

Summary  of  Kentucky  Herd  -This 
is  not  the  highest  yielding  herd  of 
Jersey  cattle  In  the  I'nlted  States,  nor 
the  most  valuable,  but  still  Its  history 
has  been  an  honorable  one.  Thirty- 
four  official  records  made  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Jersey  herd  average  7,319 
lbs.  of  milk  and  3»3  lbs.  butter  fat 
per  year  per  cow.  made  on  two  milk- 
Ings  per  day.

drowned  when  they  attempted  to 
safe  their  son  from  the,  flood  waters 
of  Sawmill  Run.  The  child  and  his 
sister,  who  had  gone  to  his  aid,  were 
res(  ued  by  a  railroad  engineer. 

Unprecedented  rains  over  the  wa- 
tersheds and  melting  snowa  in  the 
mountains  caused  the  rise,  and  ac- 
cording to  United  States  weather 
observers  here  the  water  at  tho 
mouth  of  the  Ohio  will  be  well  over 
the  flood   mark  Sunday  before  noon. 

River  shipping  was  at  a  standstill 
tonight,  the  high  water  making  It 
Impossible  for  the  boats  to  pass  un- 
der bridges. 

BALTIMORE.  Md..  March  2». — 
Special  dispatches  from  Cumberland 
declared  that  the  flood  caused  dam- 
age to  build. ngs  and  merchandise 
there  Is  estimated  nt  more  than 
$1,000,000.  Damage  to  the  railroads 
In  the  vicinity  of  Cumberland  will 
pair,  the  $5,000,000  mark,  it  Is  be- 
lieved. 

The  most  devastating  flood  in  the 
history  of  Cumberland  and  this  sec- 
tion of  the  Potomac  valley  was 
sweeping  the  region  tonight.  As  the 
flood  waters  of  Wills  Creek  and  the 
river  raced  through  the  city  streets, 
unconfirmed  reports  of  casualties 
here  and  In  nearby  villages  were 
circulated,  but  nM  lines  of  commu- 
nication were  affected  and  efforts  to 
verify  rumors  Were  fruitless. 

Prldges  were  washed  out.  houses 
carried  away  and  railroad  trains 
stranded  on  hills  by  the  rapidly- 
swelling  streams.  The  waters  here 
continued  to  rise  tonight  with  no 
sign  of  n  let-up.  More  than  half  of 
the  city  was  Inundated  and  hundreds 
of  persons,  unable  to  reach  Iheir 
homes  before  the  waters  flooded  the 
office  buildings  In  which  they  worked 
were  marooned  In  these  structures. 
The  city  was  In  darkness. 

The  first  report  of  casualties  came 
from  persons  marooned  In  a  river- 
front building.  They  reported  that 
when  the  Western  Maryland  bridge 
collapsed  before  the  onslaught  of  the 
flood,  three  men  went  down  with  It. 
A  number  of  casualties  were  report- 
ed from  the  town  of  McCoole.  ten 
miles  up  the    I'otomac.

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Felix  Mendelssohn  was  born  In 
Hamburg  on  February  6,  1809.  The 
son  of  wealthy  parents,  hla  father 
being  a  Jewish  banker,  the  younpr 
composer  grew  up  In  surroundings  of 
luxury  ami  kindly  Influences.  His 
life  was  not  the  usual  story  of  the 
famous  musician.  He  never  had  to 
worry  over  money  matters,  and  his 
disposition,  which  was  bright  and 
happy,  made  him  welcome  every- 
where The  environment  In  whkh  he 
grew  to  manhood  Is  reflected  in  most 
of  his  compositions.  lie  enjoyed 
work,  but  was  also  fond  of  play.  Aa 
a  boy  he  could  aketch  well,  play  chess 
ami  billiards,  dance,  swim.  and.  In 
fact,  was  all  that  a  happy,  healthy 
boy  should  be. 

Ilefore  he  was  eight  years  old  he 
and  his  sister  Fanny,  who  was  four 
N.  irs  his  senior,  were  taken  to  Tarls 
by  their  father.  While  there  they 
both  received  piano  Instruction  and 
when  Felix  was  nine  years  old  he 
made  his  first  public  appearance. 
When  at  home  the  family  gave  eon- 
certs  for  their  friends,  at  which  the 
young  musician  composed  some  of  the 
music  and  conducted  the  orchestra. 

In  1820  Mendelssohn  started  system- 
atic work  as  a  composer,  copying  all 
his  pieces  Into  albums,  until  when  he 
died  there  were  forty-four  volumes  In 
all. 

At  about  this  time  he  visited  Ooethc, 
the  poet,  at  Weimar,  who  was  much 
Impressed  by  the  young  man's  talent. 
While  at  Weimar  he  played  before  the 
Crand  Duke  and  Duchess,  and  impro- 
vised before  the  court. 

When  aeventeen  and  a  half  he  com- 
posed the  "Midsummer's  Night's 
Dream."  an  overture  written  to  pre- 
.  le  Shakespeare's  drama  of  that 
name. 

An  Hpnin  BfMa. 

The  year  1829  was  an  Important 
one  for  Mendelssohn,  as  his  father, 
who  up  till  now  had  not  allowed  him 
to  become  a  professional  musician, 
gave  hla  consent,  and  made  arrange- 
ments for  him  to  visit  moat  of  the 
great  cities,  with  the  \  lew  to  gaining 
material  for  his  works.  His  tlrst 
Journey  was  to  Kngland.  where  he 
was  greeted  with  much  enthusiasm. 
Returning  to  Berlin  he  was  offered 
the  professorship  of  music  In  the 
I'tilverslly.  but  thia  he  d«'<  lined  aa 
he  wished  to  carry  out  plana  mapped 
out  for  him  by  his  father.  From  thla 
time  he  travelled  a  great  deal,  giving 
concerts  and  composing 

In  183&  he  became  conductor  of  the 
Cewandhaua  concerts  at  I^lpalc. 
which  was  conaidered  at  that  time  the 
highest  position  in  the  musical  world 
of  Oermany.  During  tho  preparation 
for  these  concerts  Mendelssohn  re- 
ccived  the  news  of  hla  father's  death 
This  was  a  great  shock  to  the  com- 
poser, and  his  bright,  happy  disposi- 
tion suddenly  became  one  of  despon- 
dency. However,  he  kept  on  with  the 
work,  which  met  with  great  success. 

In  1837  he  married  Ceelle.  daughter 
of  Madame  Jean  Renaud.  Not  long 
after  this  his  mother  died  and  Men- 
delssohn, who  waa  a  devoted  son.  felt 
the  loaa  very  keenly.  In  184  2  be' 
moved  to  Herlln.  where  he  and  Schu- 
mann were  appointed  professors  of 
compimltion  anil  the  piano  at  the 
Conservatory  of  Music  established  by 
lite   King  of  Saxony.

Mendelssohn  continued  compnaing 
and  giving  concerta.  but  in  1847  he 
returned  th  Frankfort  utterly  worn 
out  Here  another  sorrow  awaited 
him  In  the  death  of  hla  slater  Kanny. 
He  was  utterly  prostrated  with  grief, 
and  although  he  continued  his  work 
he  never  regained  hla  health  and  In 
the  year  1847  he  paaaed  Into  the 
(Jrent  Beyond  He  waa  hurled  at 
R-rlln.  the  hand  at  hla  funeral  play- 
ing "Diederohne  Worte."  one  of  hla 
eompnaltlona 

Mendelnsohn  waa  famous  for  hla 
overtures,  some  of  which  were  In- 
tended for  plays  and  some  for  orches- 
tral pieces  to  begin  a  concert  fine 
of  the  beat  la  the  "Hebrides  Overture," 
aometimea  known  aa  "Klngal'a  Cave." 
When  In  Scotland  he  vtaited  thia  cava 
and  tbe  Idea  of  the  symphony  came 
to  him  there

Wong  Chong,  a  chinaman,  em- 
ployed In  getting  out  poles  near  West 
Wellington.  waa  almost  Instantly 
killed  yesterday  morning  by  a  falling 
tree.

Kdward  Trudeau  realize  on  that 
Winter  morning  In  1890  when  he  sat 
on  a  stump  on  the  shores  of  Saranac 
and  dreamed  of  the  day  when  the 
"white  plague"  should  no  longer  be  a 
plague  that  his  name  and  his  ideas 
should  soon  be  spread  over  Kurope. 
and  that  his  little,  unpretentious 
village  In  th*e  Adlrondacks  was  to  be 
the  genesis  of  many  villages  across 
the  Atlantic  where  tuberculosis  found 
no  such  enemies  to  stop  its  depre- 
dations. 

Such  is  already  the  case,  or  will  be 
ss  soon  as  the  snow  has  melted  from 
the  plateau  of  l'assy.  In  the  high 
Alps.  Already  the  silo  for  a  "Saranac 
Krancals"  h;ui  been  bought,  already 
1.000,000  francs  has  been  donated  by 
generous  I'ranch  men  and  women, 
and  already  the  State  has  recognised 
the  project  as  one  worthy  its  con- 
tinued support.  The  Trudeau  Idea 
soon  will  become  a  reality  In  France. 
If  the  hopes  of  Us  directors  are  real- 
ized the  name  of  Truiieau  will  some 
day  be  as  familiar  to  the  tuberculosis 
stricken  of  France  as  it  Is  to  thoss  of 
America.

There  are  even  few  sanatoria  of  any 
kind.  The  wealthy  go  to  Switzerland 
for  treatment,  the  middle  classes  snd 
the  povelty-strlvken  remain  In  Parla. 
and  are  not  cured.  As  a  result  the 
death  rate  from  t  nherciiloala  in 
France  is  120.SOO.  Tarl"  stands  Ihird 
from  the  bottom  in  the  list  of  cities 
where  tuberculosis  is  rampant,  sur- 
passed in  the  number  of  Its  annual 
victims  only  by  Bucharest  and  Vienna 
with  a  rate  of  .".00  deaths  a  year  per 
100, 000  population.  The  mortality  of 
every  Kuropesn  country  except 
France  from  tuberculosis  Is  greatly 
on  (be  wane.  Statisticians  figure  that 
If  the  rate  In  Franc  could  be  reduced 
to  that  of  little  Holland  her  annual 
deatli  rate.  which.  as  everybody 
knows.  Is  greater  than  her  birth 
rate,  would  be  reduced  by  Jla.000 
souls.  It  in  a  number  which  hardly 
could  be  called  negligible. 

What  the  public  spirited  person  i 
who  have  conceived  the  •Smnmrnr 
Francois"  plan  hop>  to  do  Is  gradual- 
ly to  reduce  this  figure.  They  reall/.e 
that  It  will  be  a  slow  task.  Their 
Initial  plans  naturally  call  for  only  a 
limited  numher  nf  beds;  but  what 
they  hope,  and  what  undoubtedly  will 
prove  to  be  the  case.

built  years  ago,  the  hull  of  the 
Tehama  had  to  bo  dug  out  to  get 
a  foundation  for  the  bank. 

I  stsyed  In  Snn  Kranclsco  five 
days  and  then  left  on  the  steamer 
Seubird,  Cuptain  Tichner,  for  Hum 
boldl.  There  were  nine  of  my  party 
when  we  landed  in  Humboldt.  We 
brought  up  the  first  U.S.  mall.  The 
Humboldt  people  celebrated  the  ar- 
rival of  tho  mail  by  firing-  an  old 
cannon      It   burst,    killing   one  man. 

The  steamer  Union  had  pre- 
ceded us  and  was  used  as  a  »aw- 
mill  at  a  place  called  Unlontown, 
afterwards  named  Kureka.  Tho 
L'nion  ran  her  nose  as  far'as  pos- 
sible on  shore  and  then  piling  was 
brought  on  board  over  the  bow  and 
went  out  over  the  atern  sawn  Into 
lumber. 

I  stayed  In  Humboldt  three  or 
four  days  and  camped  in  a  red- 
wood hollow  tree.  Captain  Smith, 
of  Arkansas,  waa  running  a  pack 
train  to  the  mines  and  we  decided 
to  go  with  him.  Freight  waa  one 
dollar  a  pound.  I  traded  a  colt  re- 
volver for  a  mula  and  we  took  aa 
mmh  dunnage  as  possible,  leavinR 
most  of  our  gooda  In  the  tree, 
thinking  we  could  get  It  afterwards. 
We   never   saw    it  again.

The  trip  on  the  way  to  the  mines 
wdh  wet,  find  the  train  had  to 
shelter  In  trees.  Wo  wero  tt»o 
days  to  Mini  Kiver,  three  days 
moro  over  the  mountains  to  Big 
Bar.  We  had  In  our  party  the  first 
white  woman  seen  at  Big  Bar.  I 
wa.«  so  fat  that  I  got  tired  and  fell 
asleep  on  the  trail.  I  awoke  In  the 
evening  and  made  my  way  to  the 
camp  where  this  good  lady  mnHe 
me  a  bowl  of  venison  soup  which 
wriM  awfully  good.  She  and  her 
husband  stayed  at  Hlg  Bar,  she 
making  Sunday  dinners  for  tho 
miners  and  washing  clothes,  etc. 
They  made  a  fortune  and  afterwards 
went  east  to  Wisconsin. 

While  at  Big  Bar  eight  of  us  went 
broke.  We  had  but  five  dollars  In 
the  crowd.  But  we  had  with  us 
Jack  Fleming,  of  Nashville,  Tenn.. 
wha  was  a  kind  of  a  doctor  and  had 
a  small  tin  box  with  some  kind  of 
pills  In  It.  A  man  being  sick,  the 
storekeeper  came  to  us  and  asked 
If  we  had  a  doctor  among  us.  und 
we  told  him  Jack  was  one.  Then 
he  was  ask«d  to  go  and  see  the  sick 
man.  He  found  his  so  dirty  that  he 
ordered  him  bathed,  and  taking  two 
pills  from  his  case,  gave  the  man 
one  and  then  mashed  the  other  up 
and    gave    It    to    him    as  a  powder.  | 

ATter   that  wo  got  what  grub  we 
needed  easily. 

Our  party  of  eight  now  split  up 
and  three  of  us  started  for  Wcaver- 
vllle.  We  traded  some  traps  to  car- 
penters from  Sacremento  for  a  mule. 
On  the  way  the  mule  fell  over  a 
bluff  nnd  rolled  down  to  the  river. 
But    some    miners    saw    our  plight 

•  nd  helped  us  to  get  the  mule  back 
to  the  trail.  We,  however,  sold  the 
mule  to  the  miners  and  started  on 
fool  to  Weavervllle  wheie  we  arrived 
that  evening  and  got  supper  In  a 
log  house  With  no  flour  the  price 
of  the  meal  was  one  dollar.  We 
found  5.000  people  at  Weavervllle. 
mostly  In  tents.  There  were  two 
log  houses  and  one  conical  tent, 
used  as  a  gambling  tent. 

Here  I  got  asqua! n •  e,i  |  tn  John 
Pannock,  n  miner  who  waar  going  to 
Upper  Trinity  River.  We  reached  a 
town— I  forget  the  name — where 
there  are  quarts  mills  now,  and  we 
went  to  work  there  nnd  commenced 
to  make  money.  We  stayed  there 
several  weel<s.  Then  a  party  of 
miners^  went  through  our  camp 
bound  "further  up  the  river,  and  In 
.1  day  or  two  one  of  them  came  back 
and  wanted  to  buy  a  cradle  He 
offered  fresh  gold  for  It.  Our  camp 
got  thinking  they  had  struck  gold, 
and  held  a  meeting  and  selected 
me  and  five  others  to  go  up  rlvor  and 
find  out.  Wa  found  where  they 
were  and  cams  back  and  reportsd. 
Our  camp  sent  fifteen  of  us  to  work 
there  There  were  plenty  of  Indlnns 
around.  making  It  uneasy.  The 
miners  gave  us  their  old  ground  on 
condition  we  would  not  follow  any- 
more in  1  they  moved  further  on.

The  miners'  hotel  In  San  Francisco 
was  the  What  Che>er  House,  where 
we  stopped.

Paaa  In  B.C..  was  named.  The  vaa 
eel  wn.s  lout  some  years  after  off  Cape 
Mendocino.

I 
attempted  to  hash  him.  but  was 
finally  announced  aa  "Mr.  Fitch 
The  members  of  the  royal  ramlly 
standing  there  laughed  when  Prin- 
cess Beatrice  smilingly  shook  the 
hand  of  the  new  arrival. 

When  the  King  was  entering  the 
flower  show  at  Chelsea  a  year  or  two 
ago  he  shook  hands  with  several  per- 
sons clustered  at  the  doorway  I  was 
standing  amongst  the  crowd,  looking 
round,  when  |  suddenly  found  the 
King  with  his  hand  held  out  to  me. 
Kach  of  Ihe  spectators  had  extended 
an  eager  hand,  and  no  doubt  His 
Majesty  had  expected  that  of  the

T  ON  I  >ON  March  29  —"Is  the  young 
1— '  woman  of  today  any  worse 
than  she  ever  was?"  The  amount 
of  space  given  to  discussion  of 
this  quesiion  In  thn  London  news- 
papers would  Indh.ite  thlr«  problem  ;im 
being  more  Important  either  than 
politics  or  the  size  of  the  Income  tax. 
All  the  talk  of  flapper  psychology 
rises  from  a  debar. ■  lielil  at  the 
London  School  of  Economics,  wlih 
the  above  quotation  as  the  subject. 

Kor  the  affirmativi — -although  she 
insisted  that  she  liked  neither  the 
grammar  nor  the  .sentiment  of  Ihe 
question  appeared  Lady  Frances 
Balfour,  widow  of  the  late  Colonel 
Kustaee  Balfour.  daughter  of  the 
eighth  Duke  of  Argyll. 

Mhw  Viola  Tree.  member  of  the 
famous  stage  family  of  that  name, 
undertook  to  defend  the  modern  girl 
against  (he  Imputation  contained  in 
the  title  of  the  debate.

The  chief  complaints  of  I^dy 
Prance*  against  Miss  1924  numbered 
three.  Hhe  disapproves  the  dress, 
manners  and  conservation  of  the  pre- 
sent day  young  woman. 

"In  the  past,"  declared  l~t!v 
Frances.  Indulging  In  reminiscences, 
"the  girls  led  more  sheltered  lives  and 
knew  lesa  of  men.  A  girl  of  seventeen 
thought  a  man  a  paragon  of  virtue, 
unselfish  nest*  and  all  that  was  heroic. 
But  that  attitude  may  perhaps  have 
made  men  better  than  they  are  todny 
It  is  good  to  be  believed  In — especially 
for  a  map." 

Recalling  that  when  she  was  n 
young  woman  she  was  occasioned 
much  ^mbarraewmcnt  because  she  had 
red  hair,  which  then  was  considered 
the  mark  of  a  courtesan.  I-ady 
Frances  added: 

'But  What  do  wc  see  today?  We 
see  the  young  woman  doing  every- 
thing to  Imitate  the  courtesan.  Her 
face  la  a  mass  of  powder;  her  red  lips 
are  gashed  out  of  human  resemblance, 
and  the  reek  of  her  in  passing  makes 
one  long  for  a  breath  of  air  off  the 
heather." 


Concerning  the  conservation  of  the 
modern  girl.  Lady  Frances  quoted  one 
example,  which  she  evidently  deemed 
sufficient  for  the  argument:  "I  heard 
one  young  woman  remark  to  another 
in  Bond  Street.  'I^t's  go  somewhere 
and  have  a  real  bilious  lunch!'" 

MIms  Tree,  in  reply,  insisted  that 
the  modern  girl  Is  healthier  and  more 
frank  than  her  Victorian  predecessor. 
lliL-n  t   M  I..  I,  ni  Huti 

'The  j;irl  of  today  hasn't  much  to 
hide,  and  If  she  had  she  wouldn't  hide 
It,"  said  Mww  Tree.  "She  Is  uncapsble 
of  anything  except  being  utterly 
natural.  A  poet  In  my  youth  wrote 
to  his  girl  friend  about  her  'compli- 
cated eyes  '  The  young  woman  of  to- 
day lit  uncapable  of  'complicated 
eyes' 

"Instead  of  stealing  down  to  tele- 
phone to  young  men  In  her  nightdress, 
as  I  had  to  do.  the  girl  of  today  orders 
har  mother  to  have  a  fire  in  the  draw- 
ing-room The  stage  Is  generally  pre- 
sumed to  represent  a  great  deal  of 
wickedness.  The  truth  Is  we  have  no 
time  for  that.  We  are.  in  fact, 
urumpy.  nrwaya  In  a  hurry,  very  kins 
to  one  another,  and  we  like  a  cup  of 
tea  and  that  sort  of  thing — and  the 
higher  we  get  the  busier  we  are  " 

The  Kev.  H.  R.  L.  ftheppard.  rector 
of  the  famous  Ixindon  church  of  Bt. 
Martln's-ln-Flelds.  who  presided  over 
the  debate,  rather  tended  to  take  Miss 
Tree  s  vlewpolni. 

"My  job  takes  me  into  the  land  of 
the  theatre  and  1  come  across  a  good 
many  theatrical  people,  those  who 
work  In  the  chorus,  and  how  pro- 
foundly I  admire  them!"  he  declared. 
"Their  comradeship,  and  theh-  kind- 
ness to  others  In  the  profession  aro 
wonderful." 

Since  the  debate  the  newspapers 
have  been  printing  many  .letters  tak- 
ing one  side  or  the  other  of  the  con- 
troversy, most  of  them  very  earnest, 
and  all  heedless  of  the  contention  of 
cynics  that  worry  about  "modern 
girls"  is  useless,  since  the  question 
has  been  argued  In  every  age  but  has 
never  yet  been  decided

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LONDON.  March  2»— (By  Asso- 
ciated Press). — England  probably 
never  had  a  Prime  Minister  who  ap- 
pealed no  universally  to  the  instincts 
of  humanity  or  who  so  nearly  met 
the  popular  conception  of  "a  man  of 
the  people"  as  Ramsay  MacDonald. 
Beared  in  humblest  circumstances, 
the  man  who  now  directs  the  desti- 
nies of  a  great  Kmpire,  has  Insisted, 
even  in  his  present  exalted  position, 
on  following  rigidly  the  simple  life 
and  excluding  all  social  or  official  os- 
tentation. 

American  correspondents  who  were 
privileged  to  have  an  hour's  talk 
with  the  Premier  recently,  found  him 
delightfully  democratic,  affable  and 
outspoken. 

Sitting  at  a  small  flat  top  desk  In 
the  Foreign  tifTlce,  the  Premier,  with 
his  finely-shaped  head,  strongly  de- 
lineated face,  kindly  eyes  and  great 
wealth  of  hair,  presented  a  picture 
reminiscent  of  those  of  Lincoln  In 
the  Civil  War  days.  He  waa  attired 
In  the  conventional  home-spun  aack 
suit,  the  trousers  of  which  did  not 
match  the  coat,  woolen  socks  knitted 
by  his  daughter,  and  spacious  well- 
worn  brogues. 

"It  seems  to  me  all  wrong,"  the 
Premier  drawled  In  hia  broadest 
Scotch,  "for  a  man  to  expect  a  large 
salary  and  other  emoluments  and 
privileges  upon  entering  public  office. 

"I  would  be  perfectly  happy  to  re- 
sume my  former  private  life  on  un  In- 
come of  400  or  ROO  pounds  a  year. 
My  Idea  of  a  man  who  served  his 
country  well  is  one  who  leaves  office 
poorer  than  when  he  entered  It. 

"It  is  a  great  mistake  to  make 
public  service  an  avenue  for  an  eg- 
travagant  mode  of  life. 

'  Whenever  the  spirit  of  the  British 
people  indicates  I  am  no  longer 
wanted  aa  Prime  Minister.  I  am  quite 
ready  to  go  back  to  my  porridge, 
potatoes  and  plainness  as  simple 
citlxen."  -

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At  the  moment  most  attention  is 
being  paid  to  what  la  known  aa  th«' 
working  class — a  rather  vsgus,  in- 
definite term.  The  middle  class!  tfta 
I  prof.  - i  .,  I  man  with  a  mod. -si 
salary.  Is  still  compelled  to  struggle 
along  aa  beat  he  can.  There  la  no 
Mussolini  movement  here,  no  upris- 
ing of  the  middle  class.  The  only 
thing  resembling  a  strike  of  the  mid- 
dle class  was  the  refuaal  of  the 
doctors  to  accept  the  fee  which 
the  state  fixed  in  the  case  of  panel 
patients. 

The  labor  Government  Is  not  In- 
different to  the  needs  of  the  middle 
class,  but  It  Is  compelled  to  give  first 
attention  to  the  mass  of  workers.  It 
Is  not  alone  a  question  of  votes,  be- 
cause laibor  already  has  the  support 
of  the  great  majority  of  the  workers 
—the  railway  men.  the  miners,  the 
dockers,  the  transport  men.  the  ship 
builders  Labor's  chief  hope  of  an 
Increase  In  Parliamentary  representa- 
tion Ilea  in  the  middle  .lass. 

Strikes  have  been  highly  developed 
in  this  country.  The  trade  unions  are 
extremely  well  organized  and  most  of 
them  have  their  special  representa- 
tives In  Parliament.  In  many  trades 
wages  are  dependent  on  the  cost  of 
living,  which  la  based  on  the  prs-war 
rste  Take,  for  Instance,  the  strike 
of  the  dockers  In  l»20  a  committee.

In  the 
eyes  of  these  300,000.000  Moslems, 
gave  a  quietus  to  Christian  machina- 
tions, they  felt  that  their  religion  as 
symbolized  in  the  Caliphate  and  their 
political  prestige  as  traditionally  *vm 
hollaed  In  a  new  and  guaranteed

Caliphate,  were  assured.  Now  the 
republicans  nt  Angora  brasenly  Indi- 
cate that,  though  the  Caliphate  ques- 
tion helped  them  to  political  mastery, 
they  will  either  master  the  Caliphate 
and  thus  control  the  vast  polltlco- 
rellglous  hegemony  of  Islam  or  abol- 
ish It.  While  Lausanne  lias  declared 
peace  between  East  and  West.  It  has 
apparently  brought  discord  In  Asia. 


The  troubles  of  Islam  began  dur- 
ing the  war  when,  prompted  by  her 
Teuton  ally.  Turkey  deliberately  In- 
voked Moslem  fanaticism  by  declar- 
ing n  jehad  or  holy  war.  It  failed 
to  prevent  Moslem  soldiers  of  the 
Allies  from  fighting  their  co-rellglon- 


After  the  hated  Treaty  of 
threatened  the  only  Moslem  State,  the 
guardian  of  the  Caliphate  and  the 
holy  shrines  of  Mecca  and  Medina 
with  extinction,  the  Moslem  world 
rallied  to  the  support  of  Turkey. 
Th->  political  lever  was  applied  at  the 
rpoet  vulnerable  point  In  the  armor 
of  the  British  Krnplre.  The  RwsraJ 
movement  of  Mr.  (Itlndhl  began  for- 
lornly enough  nt  Qm  end  of  1*10  be- 
cause It  appealed  to  Hindu  India 
alone.  It  left  cold  and  Irresponsive 
70.000.000  Indian  Moslems,  without 
whose  co-operation  the  movement 
was  foredoomed  to  failure.  A  bar- 
gain was  therefore  made  by  Mr. 
Oandhl  to  Incorporate  the  Tallphate 
Issue  and  Turkish  sovereignty.  We 
now  know  how  this  step  wrecked 
Mr.  Gandhi's  movement  by  Injecting 
the  use  of  violence  into  his  avowedly 
pacifist  doctrine  and  landed  the  great 
Indian  leader,  together  with  his  Mos- 
lem firebrand*,  the  All  Brothers,  In 
jail,  losing  for  the  movement  the  sup- 
port of  intellectual  progressives  of 
India. 

Turkey  was  rewarded  by  this  sacri- 
fice of  India  nationalism.  Kor  all 
her  blunders.  Kngl.md  remained  true 
to  her  classic  Impartiality  In  religious 
matters,  gained  by  a  century  In  India. 
When  faced  by  the,  Caliphate  issue, 
llrltlsh  statesmen  stood  aside,  repeat 
rdly  declaring  that  It  was  a  matter 
for  the  Moslem  world  to  decide.  In 
I  ho  present  crisis.  nnd  whatev  er 
iroi.ble  It  provokes,  the  Moslem  world 
cannot  Implicate  the  suaeraln  of  the 
greatest  number  of  Moslem  subjects.

It  Is  rumored  that  the 
Krcnch  intend  sponsoring  the  claim 
of  the  Hultan  of  Morocco.  The  only 
virtue  In  such  a  claim  lies  In  the 
historic  fact  that  Morocco  never  ac- 
knowledged the  Sultan  of  Turkey  as 
Caliph.  Msny  Moroccan  princes  ha** 
oasumed  th«  title  of  Caliph,  though 
they  were  only  recognlred  In  their 
own  dominions.  But  France  Is  wi.Be

scourge  which  have  at  length 
demonstrated  that   it   can   be  cured. 

Today.  thanks  to  Sir  Leonard 
Roiftl  I  discovery,  hundreds  of  these 
unhappy  wretches,  forsaken  in  hor- 
ror by  their  kith  and  kin,  are  new 
creatures,  their  sore*  and  disfigur- 
ations banished.  their  friends  and 
comforts  restored. 

leprosy  is  little  heard  of  in  Eng- 
land today  There  Is  only  one  leper 
asylum,  that  In  Kssex.  and  one  nurs- 
ing home,  run  by  the  Hon.  Grlsell 
Scott.  In  Sussex.  But  in  bygone 
times  every  considerable  town  In  Eng- 
land had  Its  leper-house.  At  one  time 
they — the  houses,  not  the  lepers^ — 
numbered  19.000.  There  were  In 
Great  Britain  no  fewer  than  ninety- 
five  religious  hospltsls  for  lepers, 
and  fourteen  In  Ireland.  The  dis- 
ease lingered  In  Scotland  until  thv* 
nlneteelh  century.

Wo  have 
progressed  during  the  laat  two  de- 
cades unci  the  position  of  Persian  wo- 
men could  satisfy  Occidental  femin- 
ists In  many  respects. 

'  Lest «  first  look  at  the  disadvan- 
tages of  Pcrstsn  womanhood.  A 
Persisn  woman  lives  Isolated  In  her 
home  and  her  relations  with  the  out- 
side world  are  very  limited.  Her  hus- 
band does  not  give  her  the  slightest 
right  to  Inquire  or  help  him  In  his 
affairs.  A  Persian  husband  may  stay 
awuy  until  the  wee  hours  of  the 
morning  without  having  his  wife 
know  what  he  Is  doing. 

"Persian  women,  especially  those 
that  are  more  or  less  educated,  resent 
this.  The  Muhomedun  laws  in  Persia 
grant  women  exactly  one-half  the 
rights  they  give  to  men.  Of  a  family 
Inheritance,  therefore,  two-thirds  go 
to  the  sons  and  one-third  only  to  the 
daughters  Before  a  court  the  tesli 
mony  of  man  Is  worth  twice  that  Of 
woman.  Nevert  heleas.  If  we  now 
were  given  in  practice  all  the  rights 
the  Islam  grants  us  we  would  I" 
quite  content.

"And  the  advantages  women  enjo* 
In  Persia?  Tou  must  not  think  that

If  father  has  the  dog  of  the 
family  ask  him  what  he  thinks  of 
It. 

Huy  a  pup  over  three  months  old 
and.  unless  you  are  sure  of  form- 
ing hla  acquaintance,  do  not  buy  one 
over  eighteen  months  old  unlern 
puiely  for  breeding  purposes. 

Keep  your  dog's  pedigree.  It  will 
coat  only  one  dollar  to  register.  It 
adds  to  both  your  enjoyment  and  the 
value  of  the  dog. 

Feed  a  pup  frequently  and  an  old 
dog  but  twice  a  day. 

Feed  from  a  pan.  never  on  the 
ground  or  floor. 

liogs  are  classified  by  weight,  and 
fed  accordingly.  First  those  under 
twelve  pounda;  second,  those  from 
twelve  to  twenty  pounds:  third,  those 
from  twenty-five  to  fifty  pounds: 
fourth,  those  over  fifty  pounds,  fifty, 
those  over  one  hundred  pounds. 

Scraps  from  the  table,  when  fresh, 
are  the  bvst  food,  and  cost  nothing. 

Feed  your  dog  yourself;  you  will 
control    him  better.

Use  a  leather  collar,  not  one  made 
of  metal.  Don't  chain  unless  neces- 
sary.  • 

If  a  dog  sucks  eggs,  open  one  end 
of  aft  egg  and  put  In  red  pepper. 

The  master  is  responsible  for  a 
vicious  dog.  If  it  is  vicious,  it  Is 
largely  his  fault. 

Properly  Introduced  to  the  cat. 
then   will  be  no  "cat-and-dog  time." 

If  he  Jumps  upon  you  In  caress, 
genlly  press  your  shoe  upon  a  hind 
foot.  Do  this  a  number  of  times  and 
he  will  stay  on  the  ground. 

The  pup  will  Imitate  an  old  dog; 
but  don't  try  and  train  two  young 
dogs  at  the  same  time;  give  each  a 
private  lesson. 

I'ut  your  own  name  and  address 
on  the  collar — not  the  dog's. 

Do  not  kick  your  dog  or  strike 
him  on  the  head.  Uao  a  switch  or. 
grasping  him  by  the  neck  and  back, 
give  him  a  shaking. 

Do  not  "holler"  at  a  dog  unless 
he  Is  at  n  distance.

He  Is  guided 
more  by  intonation  than  words. 
You  exhaust  your  emphasis  in  con- 
tinuous "hollering.-*  and  be  fails  to 
understand.

Ho  not  use  more  than  three  let- 
ters in  your  dog's  name.  If  you 
want  to  use  a  longer  one  for  his 
pedigree,  give  him  a  short  Kennel 
M  me.

Formerly 
most  of  the  platinum  In  the  world 
came  from  the  Ural  Mountains.  In 
Russia.

Neither 
of  these  trivial  names  Is  appropriate, 
because  the  animal,  technically  known 
as  orycternpus,  the  foot  digger,  la 
neither  it  bear  nor  a  pig.  nor  in  real- 
ity does  it  resemble  either  e\en 
superflclalh  Doth  In  external  ap- 
pearance and  internal  anatomy  it  is 
quite  unlike  my  known  beast:  and 
although  it  was  formeily  gUlltltll 
with  the  anl -caters  and  armadillos  of 
South  America  in  the  order  Edentata. 
It  is  now  realized  that  Its  structut  1 
peculiarities  compel  isolation  In  an 
order  to  Itself,  known  us  Tuhuliden- 
tata  in  allusion  to  the  unique  con- 
struction of  its  grinding  teeth. 

It  Is  n  heavy,  ungainly  anlmil.  with 
short,  powerful  legs.  a  long.  mus- 
cular, tapering  tall,  gradually  merg- 
ing at  Its  base  with  the  rump,  a 
short,  thick  neck  and  a  long,  narrow 
flat -crowned  head  sugges'lng  intelli- 
gence of  a  very  low  order;  and  the 
eccentricity  of  Its  general  eppear- 
unce  Is  completed  l.y  a  pulr  of  Im- 
mense, mobile,  tubular  ears  like 
those  of  a  rumlnaiit.  rabbi*  or  donkey. 
There  Is  something  entirely  Incon- 
gruous between  these  ears  and  the 
structural  features  above  described. 
They  suggest  a  in  Ift-runnlng  dweller 
In  the  plains  or  forests.  dependent 
upon  acutenesi  of  hearing  and  speed 
of  foot  for  escape  from  enemies;  and 
they  are  quite  unlike  the  ears  of  all 
the  typical  diggers,  in  which  these 
organs  are  almost  always  reduced, 
sometimes  nearly  to  vanishing  point 
Feeding  exclusively,  as  far  as  la 
known,  upon  termites  and  anta.  the 
aard  vark  lives  by  digging,  and.  apart 
from  Its  ears.  Its  structural  characters 
are  Intelligibly  sdapted  to  Its  habits 
Its  forepaws  are  armed  with  long, 
powerful  claws  fitted  for  demolishing 
the  compact  mud  walls  and  exposing 
the  galleries  of  th-  termite  "i  it..i«

With  a  mouth  useless  f..r  defence 
and  claws  too  blunt  to  do  much 
damage,  the  aard  vsrk  has  only  one 
certainly  known  means  of  escape 
from  carnivorous  enemies,  namely, 
retreat,  as  speedy  as  ma>  be,  to  its* 
home,  a  deep  burrow  In  the  earth  or 
In  a  hollowed  termite  mound,  and 
probably  the  great  slxe  and  mobility 
of  the  ears  arc  to  be  explained  as 
adaptations  favorln,;  quick  percep 
tlon  of  approaching  danger  at  night 
when  the  anlm.il  ventures  abroad. 
Hut.  except  In  the  matter  of  digging, 
rapidity  of  action  Is  not  a  strong 
point  of  the  aartl  vark;  and  It  is  prob- 
able that  It  enjoys  at  all  events  a 
partinl  Immunity  from  molestation 
by  means  of  nauseous  glandular 
secretions,  a  method  not  uncommon 
In  otherwise  defenceless.  inactive 
animals  Perception  of  the  strong 
odor  given  out  by  Individuals  ex- 
hibited many  years  dgo  In  Ihe 
Zoological  tlardens  led  me  to  look  for 
specialized  scent  glands  when  they 
died,  and  In  both  sexes  I  found  a  pair 
of  large  glands  In  the  inguinal  region 
Each  gland  conslsta  of  a  pocket  pro- 
>  Ided  with  a  strong  constrictor 
muscle  for  expelling  the  contents 
which  consists  of  a  buttery  secretion, 
smelling  strongly  of  "polecat"  and  so 
persistent  In  odor  that  several  wash- 
ings of  soap  fall  to  remove  It  from 
one's  own  hands,  even  after  aeveral 
hours  Owing,  nevertheless,  to  the 
difficulty  of  making  observatlone  on 
the  aard  vark.  owing  to  its  nocturnal 
habits,  the  view  that  these  glands  are 
defensive  has  at  present  only  the 
port  of  analogy.

dozen  Arab  men,  sr ia ling  their  long 
"abbas"  with  their  inharmonious 
addition  of  colored  socks  and  bril- 
liant yellow  American  boota.  pushed 
their  way  on.  each  with  a  large 
bundle  of  belongings  tied  up  in  a 
quilt,  occupying  practically  all  the 
avullable  room.  Amid  much 
gesticulation  a  Persian  Mullah,  wear- 
ing the  green  turban  which  denotei 
the  descendant  of  the  Prophet,  was 
then  assisted  up  by  his  servant,  and  a 
few  women  completely  shrouded  In 
blsek  followed  as  !»est  they  could. 
1  Then,  when  It  seemed  the  coach  was 
full  to  overflowing.  a  swarthy 
Medouln  of  the  desert,  enveloped  In 
his  black  and  white  cloak  of  goafs 
hair  and  armed  with  several  knives. 
Insisted  upon  forcing  room  for  him- 
self also  Altogether  It  was  a  very 
typical  assemblage  of  travelers.  The 
coachman  cracked  his  whip,  and  with 
a  harsh  cry  to  the  horses  "Y'allah. 
ek  ooah.  ek  oosh!  May  Allah  reward 
thee  for  thy  efforts!"  we  atarted 
fairly  on  our  way. 

For  some  distance  the  route  bor- 
dered the  banks  of  the  Euphrates  anj 
the  vast  landscape  was  relieved  by 
the  green  rice  fields  and  palm  groves 
on  its  banks,  but  after  a  few  hours' 
traveling  we  turned  off  toward  the 
west  and  the  desert,  crossing  llrst  n 
succession  of  vast  ditches  and  dikes, 
which  appearrd  to  be  remains  of  the 
ancient  Babylonians'  very  extensive 
systems  of  canals  and  Irrigation,  now 
dry  and  disused. 

As  the  day  wore  on  the  continual 
clatter  and  babel  of  voices  with  which 
hitherto  the  passengers  had  regaled 
the  tedium  of  the  Journey  gradually 
ceased  as  one  by  one  each  fell  asleep 
under  bit-  Influence  of  the  fierce  rays 
of  the  nun  beating  pltlleasly  on  the 
csnvas  awning.  The  silence  and  vast 
solitariness  of  the  desert  was  left  to 
reign  supreme,  its  vast  expanse  no 
longer  relieved  by  any  signs  of  vege- 
table life. 

The  Mesopotamlan  desert  Is  far 
from  level,  and  our  track  wound  Ua 
way  up  and  down  continually.  The 
surface  was  hard  like  dry  earth,  over 
which  gusts  of  ssn.l  would  occasion- 
ally sweep  or  be  caught  up  Into  the 
air  by  a  whirlwind,  making  a  spiral 
column  of  great  height.  Once  a 
desert  sandstorm  came  over.  com- 
pletely shrouding  us  In  a  thick  fog 
and  we  had  to  halt  for  half  an  hour 
until  it  had  subsided  nnd  we  could 
ehake  off  the  accumulation  of  ssnd 
which  had  threatened  lo  bury  ua. 
Now  and  then  a  few  quails  or  a  bus- 
tard would  rise  at  our  opproach  and 
fly  away  with  hoarse  screeches,  and 
once  a  large  Iguano  had  only  Just 
time  to  dart  Into  a  hole  before  the 
horses'  hooves  passed  over  the  spot 
occasionally  during  the  scorching 
afternoon  we  had  fleeting  glimpses  of 
a  drove  of  fleet  gazelle  racing  across 
our  path  like  feathers  blown  on  the 
wind. 

Eventually  toward  evening  I  caught 
a  glimpse,  bet  ween  the  succeasinn  of 
sand-hl'Is.  of  the  gleaming  colors  of 
a  desert  shrine  at  which  we  were  to 
halt  for  the  night,  and  presently  we 
clattered  up  to  It.  The  axure-blut 
tiles  of  Its  dome  reflected  the  greens 
pinks  and  oranges  of  the  sunset  *k\ 
giving  It  the  appearance  of  a  preclo  j* 
stone  set.  aa  it  was.  smld  the  pit  klsh 
hues  and  purple  shadows  of  Ihe  sur- 
rounding sand  This  gorgeous  and 
lonely  shrine  was  built  In  the  dsya  >f 
the  ('sliphs. 

We  clambered  down  from  our 
coach,  with  the  shadows  fast  spread- 
ing around:  the  droning  voices  of  the 
two  Mullahs  as  they  recited  their 
verres  were  faintly  audible.

Sometimes  the  gingko  was  called, 
so  their  grandmother  would  say,  the 
maidenhair  tree,  because  the  smooth, 
narrow- veined  leaves  h.d  fcfca  shape 
of  the  maidenhair  fern.  The  little 
girls  lilced  better  to  think  of  them  aa 
tans  that  the  "Jinko"  had  brought 
from  the  dolls  la  Japan  to  their  own 
dolls  in  Illinois. 

Their  grandmother  would  tell  them 
too  that  the  gingko  tree  belonged  to 
a  very  ancient  spec  tea.  so  old  that 
the  imprint  of  lis  fan  shaped  leavea 
was  traced  in  soms  of  the  oldest  fos- 
sils. All  its  brethren  wars  extinct, 
and  the  gingko  would  have  perished 
|  too.  but  that  the  prlesta  of  China  and 
|  Japan,  for  many  centuries,  tended  It 
to  guard  their  temples.  So  the  chil- 
dren loved  the  gingko  with  a  peculiar 
affection,  feeling  that  It  had  come  to 
them  from  a  far  country  and  a  van- 
lahed  time. 

Fifty  or  sixty  years  before,  when 
the  town  waa  a  prairie  village,  a 
quaint  old  nurseryman  with  a  taste 
for  the  exotic,  had  planted  this 
gingko  tree,  a  tiny  stripling  from 
Japan.  It  had  taken  kindly  to  the 
scarce-turned  prairie  soil  and  had 
grown  into  stately  magnificence,  until 
the  children  could  Imagine  nothing 
else  ao  royal,  ao  altogether  lovely. 
In  the  midst  of  the  more  prosaic 
maples  and  cottonwoods.  the  gingko 
had  always  remained  a  vlaitor  from 
a  distant  land,  and  dearer  than  any 
western   elm   that  ever  grew. 

In  the  Summer  evenings  the  family 
"aed  to  alt  under  the  gingko  tree, 
grandmother  with  her  tatting,  grand 
father  lifting  hla  broad-brimmed 
Panama  to  the  paaaersby,  mother 
reading  to  him  from  the  evening 
pap*  r.  Indeed  "from  under  the 
gingko''  was  a  way  that  grandmother 
had  of  dating  her  letters.  The  chil- 
dren came  to  know  the  meaning  of 
a  roof-tree,  long  before  they  could 
read  about  such  mattera  In  their 
atory  books. 

The  gingko  knew  ita  crowning 
g'.ory  In  the  fall.    Never  at  any  lime 


like  anv  other  tree  In  the  garden. 
In  October  ihe  gingko  waa  morn 
indtx  Id'.ial  than  ever.  In  that  part 
of  the  world  the  leavea  do  not  chango 
to  those  vivid  colora  that  make  th-» 
woods  of  Scotland  and  the  North 
Atlantic  states  a  flame,  but  wither 
to  a  dry.  wrinkled  brown,  to  drift 
fr<  m  the  treea  or  wrench  themselves 
vehemently  away  While  the  elm  a 
and  maples  were  behaving  ao  un- 
tidily the  gingko  kept  ita  freehneaa. 
serene  and  lovely  as  its  neighbors 
faded.  And  then  s  marvel.  In  Bj 
night,  or  at  the  most,  within  t»... 
span  of  a  day  or  two,  the  little  fans 
|  on  the  great  branchea  turned  to  gold, 
and  where  the  tree  had  stood  In  its 
green  majesty.  It  ahone  now  In 
aplendor  as  though  King  Mldaa  had 
touched  it. 

It  waa  then  that  the  children  be- 
gan to  watch  with  eager  anticipa- 
tion. Would  It  be  today?  or  to- 
morrow? Would  It  be  on  Saturday, 
when  there  was  no  school?  For 
they  knew  what  the  gingko  was 
preparing  to  do. 

Al  the  first  froat.  the  firm  stems, 
that  had  held  ao  securely  when  th'» 
other  leaves  were  falling,  unloosed 
themselvea,  and  all  together  thou- 
sanda  and  thousands  of  little  fan  i 
dropped  to  the  ground.  They  fe'l 
all  day.  quietly,  steadily,  without 
haste,  without  confusion,  tn  a  golden 
rain.  And  at  evening  the  ground 
bentath  the  tree  had  been  trans- 
figured Into  beauty,  a  field  of  tho 
cloth  of  gold. 

In  later  years  a  hen  the  children 
heard  of  the  nlghi-bloomlng  csreus 
that  opened  once  a  year,  and  tho 
century  plant,  which,  they  heard, 
blossomed  only  once  In  a  hundred 
years,  they  Imagined  that  the  Jov 
which  stirred  the  wltnesaes  of  theso 
rare  flowerlnga  muat  be  very  llko 
the  Joy  that  they  had  felt,  when 
they  watched  the  golden  rain  after 
the  fleet  frost. 

Then  followed  a  Urns  of  delight,  as 
the  little  girls  played  In  the  yellow 
field.  The  leaves  were  piled  smooth, 
soft,  clean,  and  there  they  built 
houses  and  laid  out  cities.  Or  thry 
would  pile  fortresses  and  aally  forth 
upon  each  other,  their  dolls  and  play- 
mates aiding,  from  behind  Ihe  bu 
barricades.  The  sand  on  the 
shore  can  hardly  afford  more  Jov 
than  did  the  gingko  leavea.  a  Joy  iho 
keener  because  It  was  so  short. 

The  gingko  tree  has  been  rut. 
down  to  make  room  for  an  enlarg- 
ing city.  Autumna  come  and  pas* 
without  the  golden  rsln.  Yet  still 
at  the  first  frost  comes  the  tlnglo 
of  the  old  expectsncy.  snd  the  cloth 
of  gold  Is  spresd  again  in  the 
of  sffectlon.

Where  the  great  bank  :s  being  cut 
back  to  allow  the  road  to  be  widened 
a  tight  railway  has  been  laid,  along 
which  petrol  tractors  tlrvtr  little  trains 
of  skips  to  another  point  where  the 
epo;l  Is  to  be  d jmped. 

"Yes,  I  might  have  used  horaes  and 
car«s,"  says  the  m^lneer  In  charge.

Musi  em  rt 

In  1767.  ths  year  of  Ihe  opening  of 
the  Seven  Years'  War,  there  was  born 
In  Salzburg,  In  Austria,  one  of  tho 
most  wonderful  of  all  mualclsn'i. 
Johann  waa  only  three  years  oM 
when  his  father,  himself  an  accom- 
plished muslclsn.  began  to  tench  hint 
to  play.  He  was  only  four  when  ho 
not  only  played  but  composed  a 
numher  of  minuets.  Think  of  thn 
wonder  of  it! 

Mozart  was  only  six  when  his 
father  took  him  and  hla  sister,  who 
was  older,  to  Munich  and  Vienna.  It 
is  said  that  when  the  Queen,  Maria 
Theresa,  heard  the  child  playing  eh-» 
caressed  him  arid  called  him  a  lit* 
magician  In  return  for  her  kindness, 
Johsnn  looked  up  and  kiaaed  her. 

The  next  year  Morart  went  lo 
Parts  and  Ix>ndon.  In  Knglnnd  ho 
read  and  played  the  music  of  Handel 
and  published  six  sonat.ta  of  his  own. 
While  other  children  of  hla  age  were 
Playing  games  this  wonderful  boy 
was  composing  music  thst  Is  still  th* 
delight  of  the  world. 

Like  many  geniuses  of  other  days, 
Moxsrt  did  not  grow  rich  and  his 
marriage  was  put  off  because  his 
sweetheart's  parents  did  not  think  his 
fame  would  last.  They  gave  theh- 
consent  when  he  had  written  a  won- 
derful opera  called  '  Idomeo  " 

Mozart  spent  his  last  days  In  com - 
poalng  a  rec.ulem  which  has  consoled 
mourners  ever  since,  as  It  has  been 
sung  and  played  In  churches. 
Measured  by  years  his  life  was  short, 
for  he  died  at  thirty-five,  but  few 
have  left  such  a  legacy  to  msnkind.

Thut  the  number  of  vicnms  has  not 
been  reduced,  In  spite  of  recent  dis- 
closures. Is  maintained  by  Dr.  Ray- 
mond F.  Bacon,  formerly  head  of  the 
Mellon  Institute  of  Industrial  Research 
of  Pittsburg. 

"In  investigations  of  methods  of 
charlatans  and  craok-bralned  Inven- 
tors In  the  petroleum  field, "  said  Dr. 
Bacon.  "It  has  been  generally  found 
that  whatever  motive  fuel  there 
produced  was  put  Into  the 
by  some  slelght-of-hand  process." 

Motor  fuel  from  peat  has  been  the 
most  popular  goal  of  Inventors.  A 
useful  oil  can  undoubtedly  be  ob- 
.-.I  fr,.m  peat,  is  Dr.  Bacon's  view, 
but  It  would  cost  several  dollars  a  gal- 
lon. This  has  been  the  chief  bait  for 
the  gullible,  and  many  have  been 
caught  in  the  net.  Other  kinds  of  fuel 
also  have  been  "discovered,"  but  they 
have  generally  turned  out  to  be  Im- 
practicable, or  sheer  frauds. 

"Some  of  the  Inventors  of  gasoline 
processes  foist  upon  the  public,  a  mix- 
ture of  kerosene  to  which  Is  added  a 
little  ether.  The  effect  of  the  ether 
Is  to  give  a  quicker  ignition,  but,  as 
this  fluid  Is  very  costly,  fuel  of  this 
kind  really  coHts  more  than  gasoline. 

"Undoubtedly,  cheaper  substitutes 
for  gasoline  will  be  made  eventually. 
At  the  present  time  there  are  mix- 
tures of  alcohol  and  tar  oils  which, 
although  more  expensive  than  gaso- 
line, have  many  good  quaUtles. 

"It  should  be  borne  In  mind  that 
all  tho  large  petroleum-refining  com- 
panies are  spending  many  thousands 
of  dollars  1  n  research  work  to  find  u 
lower-priced  motor  fuel.  Any  Inven- 
tor could  Interest  tha  large  corpora- 
tions and  reap  a  rich  reward  In 
royalties  If  he  could  convince  them 
thut  hit  process  would  make  gasoline 
at  18  or  20  cents  a  gallon.

Already  signs  of  this  solution  exist. 
Borne  of  the  higher  class  automobile 
manufacturers  and  dealers  refuse  to 
take  in  used  cars  as  part  payment  for 
the  purchase  of  their  new  cars.  Home 
have  gone  so  far  as  to  refuse  to  sell  a 
prospect's  used  car. 

The  report  is  current  that  a  few  of 
the  high-priced  car  manufacturers 
have  grouped  together  and  agreed  to 
scrap  a  proportionate  amount  of  their 
used  cars  monthly.

In  the  end.  however,  the  Junk  man 
will  get  them  all.  or  nearly  all,  for 
some  will  be  dismantled  by  the  farmer 
for  farm  machinery.

PROVES  EFFECTIVE

Anil  -plash  devices,  designed  to 
"damp  out"  mud-splashing  by  the 
wheels  of  an  automobile,  have  re- 
cently claimed  a  considerable  amount 
of  attention  In  Knglaml  and  on  the 
|  European  Continent.  In  all  cases  a 
measure  of  success  has  been  attained; 
In  each  case  the  attachments  have 
succeeded  In  cutting  out  moat  of  the 
sideways  splash,  but  In  none  of  them 
has  the  degree  of  perfection  been 
attained. 

One  such  device,  recently  patented, 
consists  of  a  double  flange  of  metal 
which  embraces  the  wheel  rim.  The 
outer  flange  Is  extended  laterally  to 
allow  for  a  ring  of  rubber  (bevelled 
on  the  inner  side)  .standing  up  at 
about  two  inches  from  the  outer  peri- 
pheral edge  of  the  tire,  with  lis  outer 
a4fe  thickened  and  rounded  to  pre- 
vent damage  from  curb-scraping.  Its 
attachments  consist  simply  of  a  num- 
ber of  bolts  from  the  Inner  flange 
fa.stening  round  tho  spokes  of  the 
wheel  Itself. 

Eta  theory  of  operation  Is  that  the 
wheel  always  splashes  mud  or  water 
sideways  from  the  wheel  and  at  an 
upward  angle,  and  that  a  shield,  or 
curtain  near  the  wall  of  the  tire  will 
catch  the  splash  and  deflect  It. 

In  experiments  it  has  carried  out 
this  theory  and  has  effectively  cut 
down  the  tendency  to  splash.  To  a 
great  extent  it  has  been  found  that 
such  a  device  keeps  the  body  clean 
In  drives  over  very  muddy  roads, 
since  most  of  the  mud  on  the  side  of 
a  body  Is  first  splashed  outward  by 
the  wheels  and  then  drawn  In  toward 
the  car  body  by  the  motion  of  the  car. 

The  rubber  guard,  or  curtain,  of 
course,  is  always  just  In  contact  with 
the  ground,  and  wear  becomes  a  fac- 
tor. It  has  been  found,  however,  that 
the  rubber  curtain  lasts  quite  as  long 
as  the  tire  Itself  If  It  Is  left  in  place 
permanently.  The  device.  It  Is  stated, 
is  not  unduly  heavy  and  can  be  re- 
newed cheaply  and  easily.

BLOW  OUT  PATCH 

FIRST  AID  ONLY 

Trying  to  make  a  blow-out  patch 
do  the  job  of  a  permanent  repair  Is  a 
good  way  to  ruin  tires.  The  tire 
patlch  Is  a  flrst-ald  treatment  to  meet 
emergencies,  but  as  soon  after  the 
blow-out  as  possible  It  should  be  re- 
moved and  a  permanent  repair  made. 
I  nlean  this  Is  done,  the  casing  will 
hsve  one  weak  spot  that  is  constantly 
growing  weaker. 

A  blow-out  patch  does  not  unite  It- 


self with  the  rubber  stock  In  a  tire. 
It  remains  separate,  and.  during 
the  warping  that  takes  place  while 
the  tire  la  in  motion,  chafes  ugalnat 
the  ragged  edges  of  the  cut  In  the 
casing.  In  time  the  hole  reaches 
such  proportion*  that  It  becomea  dim- 
cult.  If  not  Impossible,  to  repair.

<  ha rge  of  the  radio  work  on  both  ex- 
peditions. On  one  occasion  the  six 
whit*  men  In  the  party  barely  es- 
caped with  their  lives  when  attacked 
by  a  band  of  head  hunters. 

Or.  nice  will  undertake  tt  third  ex- 
pedition to  the  Amason  basin  thla 
Spring-.  The  equipment  on  thla  trip 
will  Include  an  airplane,  which  will 
be  used  to  penetrate  into  territory 
where  no  white  man  haa  ever  set 
foot.  The  plane  will  be  piloted  by 
Lieutenant  Walter  lllnton.  who  dis- 
tinguished himself  by  crossing  the 
Atlantic  In  the  NC-4.

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IS  RADIO  MENACE 
TO  FILM  INDUSTRY? 
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Kqnlpmrnt    Cut   to  IJmlt 

One  of  the  objects  of  the  Initial  ex- 
pedition was  to  test  the  practicability 
of  receiving-  time  signals  from  N'AA, 
the  government's  brosdcasilng  station 
at  Arlington.  Vs..  with  the  view  of 
simplifying  the  determination  of  dif- 
ference* of  longitude  between  Wash- 
ington at  the  prime  meridian  rind 
tl'- Id  stations  of  secondary  and  terti- 
ary meridians. 

This  .  experimental  work  had.  of 
<  ourse.  to  be  done  with  a  portable 
set.  The  limited  stowage  In  the  two 
tiruall  launches  used  by  the  part* 
made  It  necessary  to  cut  the  radio 
equipment  to  a  minimum,  and  with 
the  heavy  electrical  storms  and  nat- 
ural static  prevalent  In  the  air  of  the 
tropica,  the  problem  was'  made 
Joubly  difficult. 

When  the  oiitP.t  was  first  assembled 
and     everything    seemed     to    be  In 
proper  order  for  successful  work  It 
was     discovered  that  the  party  had 
half  a  ton  of  radio  gear.    To  carry  ao 
much  equipment  was  out  of  the  ques- 
tion.      Not     only  was  space  on  the  I 
launches  limited,  but  there  would  be  I 
the  necessity  of  stowing    the    equip-  j 
ment   In   small   dugout  canoes   when  i 
the  party  explored  tributaries  of  the 
Amason    which   the   launches  could 
not  navigate. 

Only  mejIsMtasl  Taken 
After  eliminating  the  parts  not  ab- 
solutely essentlsl.  Mr.  Hwanson  con- 
structed a  receiver  that  weighed  only 
40  pounds.  Including  the  loop.  The 
set  was  Inclosed  In  a  moisture-proof 
i-.'tblnet  of  hardwood  and  the  lid  of 
the  cabinet  was  constructed  In  such 
a  manner  that  it  served  as  a  desk 
when  the  outfit  was  In  operation.  The 
•si  was  now  so  light  that  it  could  be 


folded   up  and 
greatest  facility. 

The  radio  outfit  ..insisted  of  a 
•uper-selectlve  receiver  with  detector 
and  three  stages  of  audio  and  radio 
frequency  amplification.  When  con- 
nected to  a  small  antenna  It  had  a 
range  of  1.20ft  to  15.7fi0  metres.  It) 
adding  a  loop  to  the  alenna  aa  a  lead- 
ing Inductance  the  range  was  In 
creased  to  is. 760  metres.  Used  with 
a  loop  alone,  there  was  no  difficulty 
In  obtaining  .i  wave  length  up  to  12, 
t>«0  metres. 

This  set  was  worked  with  complete 
success.  Mr.  Hwanson  said.  While  In 
the  centre  of  the  thickest  Jungles  of 
the  Amason  a  small  dally  news  sheet 
was  Issued,  giving  the  news  reports 
received  from  broadcasting  stations 
In  the  United  Stales  and  Kurope.  In 
this  way  the  members  of  Dr.  Hlce's 
party  kept  up  with  current  events  in 
the  outside  world. 

Another   Trip  Planned 
The  first  expedition  was  so  success- 
ful that  Dr.  Rice  decided  to  make  an- 
other trip  to  the  tropics  to  complete 
the    mapping  of  the  Itlo  Negro  and 
upper     Orinoco,  and   requested  Mr. 
Hwunson  to  assist  him  a  second  time  I 
In    securing     radio     equipment    and  i 
operating  it  on  the  expedition. 

The  party  was  scheduled  to  make  i 
the  trip  during  the  rainy  seaaon.  I 
when  static  was  at  Its  height.  The 
Am»xon  Valley  Is  probably  the  worst 
place  In  the  world  for  wireless  work, 
even  when  weather  conditions  are  at 
their  best.  Being  fully  awure  of  this 
fact  from  his  earlier  experiences,  Mr. 
Hwanson  at  first  hesitated  to  under- 
take the  job,  as  he  did  not  think  it 
would  be  posalble  to  obtain  the  re- 
sults desired.  Dr.  Hire  finally  pre- 
vailed on  him  to  try,  however. 

In  assembling  the  apparatus  Hwan- 
aon  profited  by  the  mlatakea  of  the 
earlier  expedition.  One  of  these  was 
Including  a  hand  generator,  which  la 
utterly  useless  when  there  is  no  one 
to  run  It.  And  to  charge  the  batteries 
with  It  la  moat  decidedly  not  a 
pleasant  task  in  the  tropics  when  the 
thermometer  regiatere  about  100  In 
i  the  shade. 

Indians  Soon  tiet  Tired 
;  During  the  first  trip  It  was  found 
|  neceaaary  to  reaort  to  various  tricks 
In  order  to  recharge  the  batteries. 
One  of  these  was  to  connect  a  small 
bulb  In  parallel  across  the  generator 
and  let  the  Indians  compete  to  see 
who  could  "grind  out"  the  brightest 
light. 

Rventually,  however.  even  this 
trick  failed  to  work.  As  the  noveliy 
wore  off.  the  perspiring  natives  re- 
fused to  go  on  grinding  amperes  Into 
the  "A"  battery  and  no  amount  of 
cajolery  could  make  them  continue 
On  several  occaalone  the  radio 
outfit  was  saved  from  destruction 
only  by  Its  compactness  and  the  ease 
with  which  it  could  be  handled 
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Although  it  haa  been 
radio  broadcasting  Is  cutting  into  the 
Him  industry  to  an  appreciable  ex- 
tent. Important  exhibitors  agree  that 
radio  has  been  negligible  so  tar  as  in- 
fluencing theh    receipts  is  concerned.

Abusing  the  clergyman, 
they  would  not  let  him  pass,  whereupon  he  knocked  two  of  them 
off  their  horses  and  reached  the  bedside  of  the  sick  man.

day 7  a.m.  till  Thursday  I  a.m..  in  the 
saddle  the  whole  time,  then  Into  enmp 
where  the  tents  were  the  only  dr> 
places,  aa  flren'hnve  no  roofs.  *o  had 
to  roll  up  In  a  saddle  blanket  and  rig 
a  gum  coat  over  one's  thins*  in  front 
of  the  fire  *o  as  to  get  em  dry.  There's 
a  bit  of  a  trip  for  you! 

"I  think  the  one  thing  that  makes 
it  so  'winsome'  U  the  fact  lhat  away 
there  in  the  forests  you  are  alone  In 
place*  aeldom  trodden  by  the  foot  of 
titan.  To  pursue  my  way;  next  night 
found  ine  out  on  the  heights  of  the 
summits  on  a  vile,  bad  trail,  track- 
ing back  to  this  place  some  aiity 
mile*.  About  dark  1  struck  the  tent 
of  two  Roaalanders  lost  In  the  moun- 
tain*, with  whom  I  stayed  to  give 
them  the  ta*t  items  of  war  news.  etc. 
I  wish  I  had  u  snapshot  of  the  old 
waggon  spread — for  that  was  the  lent 
— under  which  lay  the  two  owner- 
side  by  side,  and  I  !»t  the  mouth  across 
their  feet,  slept  as  guard  with  a  great 
fire  of  logs  three  feet  high  blaxlng 
on  to  the  graceful  scene.    Then  up  at 

3  a.m.  to  hunt  for  the  horses  which 
had  to  huddle  together  under  some 
thick  brush  of  willow*,  so  that  it  took 
im  hour  to  track  them,  as  the  bears  in 
these  part*  scare  the  life  out  of  homes 
at  nights  and  mountain  lions  lie  for 
them,  so  that  a  rock  or  black  stump 
I*  a  bete  noire.    Off  then  and  away  at 

4  a.m.  and  twenty  mile*  to  breakfaat, 
leaving  the  pair  snoring  under  their 
roof  and  the  night's  fire  Just  dying 
out  In  smoking  gasps.  Those  fellows 
were  glad  to  *ee  me  as  they  hnd  used 
their  last  match.    .  ." 

The  Knd  t  omes 
Time*  went  hard  with  Father  Pat 
when  he  was  at  Falrvlew.  The  funds 
he  received  were  hardly  »ufflcient  to 
keep  him.  and  the  work  of  gelling 
about  from  pluce  to  place  waa  heavy 
"I  try  to  keep  the  service  going  In  a* 
many  places  aa  I  can.  hut  It's' hard  this 
Winter  time."  he  wrote  to  his  Bishop 
in  1*00 

The  hardships  were  telling  upon 
him.  and  the  mourning  for  his  dead 
wife  also  hail  its  strong  influence*. 
The  heroic  mlaaionary's  mind  appear* 
to  have  become  affected,  and  at  the 
end  of  1901  he  set  out  for  Kngland. 
but  he  never  reached  there.  Rome  dis- 
tance from  Montreal  he  left  the  train, 
and  *et  out  on  foot. 

Driving  along  the  Rault  au  Recol- 
let  Road,  a  few  miles  from  Montreal, 
one  morning  early  In  January  of  1902. 
•  farmer  *aw  a  man  making  his 
way  along  on  foot  with  difficult 
In  answer  to  enquiries  from  the  na- 
tive, the  stranger  aald  that  there  was 
a  numbneas  In  hi*  legs.  He  wan 
driven  to  a  doctor  who  examined  him 
and  ordered  him  into  hospital  in  Mon- 
treal. By  the  request  of  the  sufferer, 
who  refused  to  give  hi*  name.  He  waa 
taken  to  Notre  Dame  Hospital.  There 
the  only  name  he  would  give  waa 
"William  Henry."  There  was  nothing 
to  denote  that  he  was  a  minister  of 
the  Gospel.  From  hi*  frosen  feet  the 
■hoe*  were  cut  away.  The  Misters 
wept  at  the  thought  of  the  pain  the 
patient  mu*t  undergo,  but  he  Joked 
with  them  and  declared  that  their 
tear*  affected  him  more  than  the  pain. 
HI*  personality  made  him  a  favorite 
with  those  who  attended  him.  Pressed 
to  give  hla  full  name,  he  called  for 
the  bouae  doctor,  a  Dr.  Kingston, 
with  whom  he  had  a  long  conference 
and  entrusted  his  papers.  To  him  also 
he  confided  hla  real  name  on  condi- 
tion that  it  should  not  be  divulged  un- 
til after  hi*  death. 

Father  Pat  became  worse  and  died 
on  January  IS.  Of  him  Dr.  Kingston 
wrote:  "I  have  never  seen  so  much 
strength  and  so 
blned." 


The  remains  were  taken  to  Sapper- 
ton.  B.  C.  where  they  were  laid  by 
those  of  hla  wife  and  baby.  Crowd*  of 
mourning  poopl*  visited  the  coffin 
aa  it  lay  In  the  Cathedral  at  New 
Westminster. 

The  place  which  Father  Pat  had 
gained  In  tha  hearts  of  those  among 
whom  he  had  labored  Is  exemplified 
In  th*  act*  which  followed  his  death 
At  Roaaland  a  subscription  list  waa 
opened.  and>an  ambulance  purchased 
to  aid  minora  In  and  about  Homeland. 
A  monument,  combining  the  uses  of  a 
lamp  and  drinking  fountain,  waa 
erected  In  the  streets  of  that  town. 
Upon  It  are  various  Inscriptions,  In- 
cluding this: 

"In  Loving  Memory  of 
Rev  Henry  Irwin.  M.  A.  (Oxon) 
First  Roct  or  of  8t  Oeorge's 
Church.  Roaaland 
Affectionately  known   ■•  Father  Pat. 
Obit  January  II,  l»o?. 

whose  nr*  was  unaelflahty  devsted  to 
th*  welfare  of  hia  fellowmen  irre- 
spective of  creed  or  clans." 

Cloos  by  waa  yet  another  mem- 
orial, a  pyramid  conalatlng  of  spocl- 
of  rich  ores  produced  by  the 
mine*  of  Roaaland  and  erected  by  the 
miners  themselves  St 
Church  ar-Roaaland  is  known  as  the 
Father  Pat  Memorial  Church 

What  I  liked  about  Father  Pat.

have  been  the  result  of  hallucinations, 
have  beer  reported  by  the  lively 
Illusions,  due  to  hysteria.  Others 
have  been  reported  by  the  lively 
Imaginations  of  little  children.  Some 
have  arisen  from  the  crafty  design- 
ing of  a  selfish  Interest. 

For  Instance,  houses  are  known  to 
have  been  endowed  with  an  evil 
legend  in  order  that  some  shrewd 
fellow  might  buy  at  a  low  price. 
Trickeries  have  been  practiced  In  so- 
called  haunted  houses  by  persons 
bearing  grudges  against  the  pro- 
prietors or  occupants.  There  are  a 
thousand  reasons  why  at  find  ffaWOa 
any  story  of  a  haunted  house  should 
be  deemed  suspect. 

Therefore  It  wum  with  a  sceptical 
spirit  that  I  approached  the  subject 
of  haunted  houses.  But  after  ex- 
amining many  hundreds  of  these 
stories,  I  have  reached  the  conclusion 
that  haunted  house*  exist,  perhaps  as 
many  real  ones  as  falre.  Persons 
should  not  scoff  at  the  existence  of 
real  ones  because  they  have  met  so 
many  false  ones.  The  lact  that  faUe 
bank  notes  exist  does  not  prevent  teii 
ones  from  existing,  too. 

In  examining  the  testimony  about 
haunted  houses  I  found  that  some  of 
it  came  from  men  who  had  devoted 
their  lives  to  the  study  of  science  and 
the  truth.  I  hold  the  testimony  of 
men  of  this  kind  valuable  They  are, 
by  the  very  nature  of  their  calling, 
sincere,  not  apt  to  lie. 

To  go  back  to  one  such  man  take* 
us  to  the  period  about  the  time  of 
t'hrUt,  to  the  person  of  Pliny  thai 
Younger,  a  friend  of  the  Koman  Km- 
peror  Trajan  and  a  vephew  of  Pliny 
the  Naturalist,  v/ho  was  killed  during 
the  eruption  of  Vesuvius.  which 
burled  Pompeii  and  Herculaneum  In 
]  the  year  7».  All  the  learned  men  of 
that  iby  knew  him. 

Me  reports  in  one  of  his  letters  the 
story  of  another  philosopher. 
Athenodorus.  who  rented  In  Athens  a 
haunted  house  which  no  one  else  was 
willing  to  occupy  and  who  received  .-, 
visit  from  a  returning  splri,.

There  was  In  Athens."  he  writes 
"a  largo  nnd  agreeable  dwelling 
house  which  nobody  would  occupy 
because  a  ghostly  spirit  lived  in  It. 
People  heard  there  at  night  the  sound 
of  chains,  which  seemed  at  first  to 
come  from  afar  off  and  gradualy  to 
approach  Hoon  they  could  see  a 
phantom  shape,  that  of  ap  old  man. 
thin  and  stooped  and  with  a  long, 
white  beard,  carrying  upon  his  feet 
and  hands  heavy  chains.  which  he 
shook  horribly. 

"From  the  shaking  of  these  chains 
came  nights  of  horror  spent  without 
sleep  by  anyone  who  Inhabited  the 
house  Several  persons  tried  to  stay 
there  They  were  troubled  at  first 
with  Insomnia,  then  with  sickness,  so 
that  they  died.  Although  the  spectre 
never  appeared  during  the  day.  the 
Impressions  left  by  hla  visits  i.f  the 
preceding  nights  were  so  vivid  tha' 
everyone  about  the  places  lived  |n 
f  ea  r. 

Athenodorus  the  philosopher.  a 
Stole  born  m  Tarsus,  who  later  be- 
came the  teach-r  of  Augustus,  having 
arrived  In  Athens  for  a  long  stay, 
say  this  fine  house  lying  vacant  and 
asked  to  rent  Jt.  The  price  was  so 
low  that  he  asked  the  reason  why 
and  was  told  all  the  house's  history 
thereat  he  decided  to  take  the  place 
and  maUn  „  personal  investigation 
"He   moved      In.     That     night  he

plied himself  diligently  to  his  writ- 
ing.

"The  first  of  the  night  a  deep 
slUnce  reigned  over  the  houae.  Hut 
after  awhile  the  sage  heard  Irons 
rattling  and  then  the  clanking  of 
chains.  He  did  not  raise  hla  eyes. 
He  kept  on  writing.  The  noise  drew 
nearer  and  nearer  until  it  seemed  to 
be  within  the  door  of  his  room.  Then 
he  looked  up.  The  spectre  of  which 
he  had  been  told  was  standing  there, 
and   motioning  him   to  follow. 

"Athenodorus  returned  the  gesture, 
with  one  Indicating  that  his  visitor 
might  await  awhile.  He  was  very 
busy.  He  kept  on  writing.  The  spectre 
began  to  rattle  his  chains  again, 
making  a  noise  that  drove  away  all 
possibility  of  writing.  The  philosopher 
looked  up  again  and  saw  that  his 
guest  was  still  beckoning.  This  time 
he  rose  and  followed,  bearing  aloft 
a  torch.  The  phantom  preceded  him 
to  the  courtyeard  of  the  house  and 
there  disappeared. 

"The  philosopher  gathered  together 
some  leaves  and  small  sticks  by  torch- 
light and  marked  a  spot  where  the 
spectre  had  vanished.  The  next  day 
he  went  to  the  magistrates  of  tho  city 
and  nsked  them  to  have  the  courf- 
yard  dug  up  where  he  had  left  the 
marks.     The  yard  was  dug. 

"There  was  found  a  skeleton  In 
chains,  relic  or  an  ancient  crime. 
After  they  had  taken  the  chains  from 
the  skeleton  and  rebtirled  with  the 
customary  honors  for  the  dead 
which  it  had  lacked  before,  it  never 
again  troubled  the  peace  of  the 
house."

ROARING  DDI  SWtPT 

BURNING  SHIP  ALONG 

Boats  Impossible  to  Launch — 
Crazed  Passengers  Hung 
Overside  by  Lines  Until 
Flames  Cut  Ropes 


*-p*HK  death  at  hjs  home  in 
James  May  last  Sunday,  at 
A  the  ripe  old  age  of  83  years, 
of  the  late  D»vid  Stephen,  pioneer 
engineer  officer,  removed  from 
the  ranks  of  living  men  one  who 
had  seen  much  of  adventure  with 
which  seafaring  was  associated  in 
early  days  on  this  coast.  Notahle 
among  his  experiences  were  the 
wrecks  of  the  steamers  I.abou- 
ihere  and  (irapplcr,  both  vessels 
ngltHng  frequently  in  the  annals 
01  pioneer  times  hereabouts. 

Although  the  end  of  the  L*bouchere 
was  a  minor  tragedy.  It  possesses 
more  thin  the  usual  amount  of  In- 
terest by  reason  of  the  ship'*  historic 
character  as  one  of  the  vessel* 
brought  out  by  the  Hudson's  Hay 
Company  when  that  corporation  was 
iho  ruler  of  the  Pacific  Coast.  Only 
three  lives,  however,  were  lost  In  the 
wreck,  one  from  the  pistol  of  the 
master.  The  steamer  wa*  then  ply- 
ing between  Han  Francisco  and  Vic- 
toria (In  1166).  After  leaving  the 
former  port  one  night  she  struck  a 
reef  In  the  fog,  backing  off  success- 
fully and  steaming  In  the  open  sea 
until  morning,  when  It  was  found  that 
i  he  pumps  were  unable  to  control  the 
l-ak*.  The  boats  were  lowered,  and 
t'sptaln  William  Mouatt  was  com- 
pelled to  nre  on  a  hasty  paasenger 
who  Insisted  on  preceding  the  ladles. 
Kight  boats  were  got  away  for-shore. 
one  of  them  upsetting  after  leaving 
the  ship,  the  colored  cook  and  a 
miner  named  Marnhnll  drowning.  The 
others  In  the  boat  were  rescued,  and 
together  with  the  captain  and  the  rest 
of  the  crew  who  had  remained  on 
the  Labouchere,  were  taken  off  by 
an  Italian  fishing  smack  Just  before 
the  upper  deck  cabin  floated  uway.

der.  starting  north  again  Immediately 
afterwards.  About  4  o'clock  that  af- 
ternoon (Sunday),  she  hailed  the 
steam  schooner  Grace  and  took  Pilot 
Sidney  Kranklyn  aboard.  Shortly  be- 
fore 10  o'clock  that  night,  and  Just 
after  the  steamer  had  passed  Duncan 
Kay.  Are  was  discovered  in  the  hold. 
Engineer  Steele  was  the  first  to 
notice  the  suspicious  odor  of  smoke, 
and  at  once  notified  Captain  Jagers.
